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Crop  prospects  improved  markedly  during  June,  reflecting  the 
marked  changes  in  weather  conditions.  During  the  month 
more  than  normal  rainfall  and  more  seasonal  temperatures  over 
most  of  the  huge  area  that  was  feeling  the  pinch  of  acute  drought 
conditions  in  the  latter  part  of  May  materially  changed  the  situ- 
ation. The  improvement  in  crop  prospects  was  particularly 
rapid  in  the  North  Central  States  and  in  West  Virginia,  Mon- 
tana, Oklahoma,  and  parts  of  Texas.  In  part  of  the  area  af- 
fected by  the  dry  spring  the  rains  came  too  late  to  permit  full 
recovery  of  early  crops  and  the  acreage  of  crops  lost  from  all 
causes  in  the  United  States  is  expected  to  be  about  15  million 
acres.  This  is  a  rather  large  total  compared  with  usual  losses 
prior  to  the  recent  period  of  dry  years.  Primarily  because  of 
drought,  the  United  States  average  yields  of  wheat,  oats,  barley, 
and  rye  and  probably  the  yields  of  tame  and  wild  hay  are  each 
expected  to  be  below  the  average  yield  per  acre  during  the 
1928-37  period  which  includes  the  severe  drought  years.  These 
crops  together  cover  more  than  half  of  the  total  crop  acreage  in 
the  United  States.  Prospects  for  late  crops  are  very  much 
better.  At  the  present  time  growing  conditions  appear  favor- 
able over  most  of  the  country  except  that  there  are  some  exces- 
sively wet  areas  in  the  central  South  and  rain  is  badly  needed 
for  late  nonirrigated  crops  in  a  large  southwestern  area  that 
extends  northward  through  Colorado  into  southern  Wyoming 
and  eastward  into  southern  Texas  and  western  Kansas,  in  which 
area  also  a  shortage  of  irrigation  water  may  occur.

Fruit  crops  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  country  continued  to 
make  good  progress  during  June  and  the  present  outlook  is  for 
a  larger-than-average  supply  of  fruits  for  the  1939-40  marketing 
season.  Prospective  grape  production  is  well  above  average 
and  apples  in  most  commercial  areas  continue  to  develop  rather 
favorably.  The  supply  of  oranges  for  this  summer's  market  is 
considerably  smaller  than  last  year.  Condition  of  citrus  fruits 
from  the  bloom  of  1939  is  below  average  but  as  a  result  of  in- 
creased acreages  production  for  the  marketing  season  beginning 
in  the  fall  of  1939  should  be  well  above  the  10-year  (1928-37) 
average  but  not  so  large  as  the  production  of  1938-39.

Cotton  Report  as  of  July  1,  1939 


The  acreage  of  cotton  in  cultivation  in  the  United  States  on 
July  1  is  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  to  be  24,943,000 
acres,  which  is  three-tenths  of  1  percent  less  than  the  25,018,000 
acres  on  July  1,  1938,  32.2  percent  less  than  the  1928-37  average, 
and  14.4  percent  less  than  the  1934-38  average.  If  the  10-year 
average  (1929-38)  percentage  of  abandonment  is  applied  to  the 
estimated  acreage  in  cultivation  on  July  1,  an  acreage  of  24,424,000 
is  indicated  for  harvest.  This  would  be  only  slightly  more  than 
the  24,248,000  acres  harvested  in  1938,  which  was  the  smallest 
cotton  acreage  harvested  since  1899. 

While  very  little  change  occurred  in  the  total  United  States 
cotton  acreage  in  1939  in  comparison  with  1938,  substantial 
changes  took  place  in  some  States.  In  the  group  showing  reduc- 
tion, Virginia  led  with  15  percent,  followed  by  North  Carolina 
and  Arizona  with  11  percent,  California  with  6  percent,  Florida 
with  5  percent  and  Texas  with  2  percent.  Georgia,  Tennessee, 
and  South  Carolina  are  estimated  to  have  the  same  acreage  as 
last  year.  One  percent  increase  is  shown  for  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana,  and  an  increase  of  2  percent  is  indicated  for  Arkansas, 
Alabama,  and  New  Mexico.  Missouri  shows  an  increase  of  4 
percent  and  Oklahoma  an  increase  of  7  percent  over  1938. 

Because  of  extremely  low  yields  last  year  the  1939  Sea  Island 
cotton  acreage  is  much  smaller  than  in  1938  in  Georgia  and 
Florida  where  most  of  the  crop  is  produced.  However,  small 
acreages  are  being  grown  this  year  in  South  Carolina,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Texas. 

No  report  on  probable  production  of  lint  will  be  made  until 
August  8.

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Pig  Crop  Report,  June  1,  1939 

The  1939  pig  crop  is  expected  to  be  the  third  largest  since  1923. 
The  increase  in  hog  production  in  prospect  for  1939  over  1938  is 
larger  than  that  of  any  other  year  on  record,  according  to  the 
June  pig  crop  report. 

A  20  percent  larger  spring  pig  crop  this  year  than  last  is  esti- 
mated. And  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  fall  season  of 
1939  is  indicated  as  16  percent  larger  than  the  number  farrowed 
in  the  fall  season  of  1938.  The  total  number  of  sows  to  farrow 
in  1939 — spring  and  fall — is  indicated  as  about  22  percent  larger 
than  in  1938,  but  the  average  number  of  pigs  per  litter  in  1939 
will  be  smaller.  Indications  are  for  a  total  pig  crop  about  16 
percent  larger  than  the  10-year  (1928-37)  average  and  about  4 
percent  above  the  5-year  (1929-33)  average. 

The  June  pig  crop  report  is  based  upon  information  from  more 
than  150,000  farmers  obtained  in  cooperation  with  the  Post 
Office  Department  through  the  rural  mail  carriers.

1  The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1939  (Decem- 
ber 1,  1938  to  June  1,  1939)  is  estimated  at  52,314,000  head, 
which  is  8,864,000  head  or  20  percent  larger  than  the  numbei 
saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1938.  This  is  the  largest  spring 
crop  since  1933,  and  it  is  13  percent  larger  than  the  10-year 
(1928-37)  average  and  1  percent  larger  than  the  5-year  (1929-33), 
pre-drought  average.  The  spring  pig  crop  this  year  was  larger 
than  last  in  all  regions  and  in  nearly  all  States.  The  largest  per- 
centage increase — 29  percent — occurred  in  the  Western  States 
followed  by  a  25  percent  increase  in  the  West  North  Central, 
22  percent  in  the  South  Central,  14  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central,  11  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  6  percent  in  the 
North  Atlantic.  For  three  of  these  regions — the  North  Atlantic, 
South  Atlantic  and  South  Central — the  spring  pig  crop  this  year 
was  the  largest  in  16  years  of  record.  It  was  second  largest  in 
the  East  North  Central,  and  fourth  largest  in  the  Western.  In 
the  West  North  Central  it  was  still  below  the  10-year  (1928-37) 
average.

The  number  of  sows  that  farrowed  in  the  spring  season  of  1939 
is  estimated  at  8,548,000  head,  an  increase  of  25  percent  over 
the  number  that  farrowed  in  the  spring  of  1938.  For  the  North 
Central  (Corn  Belt)  region  the  increase  was  28  percent.  These 
increases  are  somewhat  larger  than  those  indicated  in  the  Decem- 
ber 1938  pig  crop  report.  Breeding  intentions  as  reported  at 
that  time  indicated  a  21  percent  increase  for  both  the  United 
States  and  the  Corn  Belt.  The  largest  increases  over  the  inten- 
tion reports  of  last  December  occurred  i'  the  Western  Corn  Belt 
States  and  the  northern  Rocky  Mountain  States.

Considering  all  crops,  aggregate  production  is  now  expected 
to  be  close  to  what  was  the  usual  level  prior  to  recent  droughts. 
The  aggregate  acreage  for  harvest  will  probably  be  about  6  per- 
cent below  the  pre-drought  average,  but  this  seems  likely  to 
be  offset  by  better  than  average  yields  per  acre.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  present  indication  that  aggregate  crop  production  will 
approach  the  bumper  production  of  1937  or  even  equal  produc- 
tion in  1938,  for  in  both  of  these  years  the  crop  acreage  harvested 
was  about  3  percent  larger  than  it  is  expected  to  be  this  year  and 
yield  prospects  at  this  season  were  better  than  they  are  now  in 
the  great  majority  of  States. 
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Acreage  of  Wheat,  Oats,  and  Corn  for  Grain  Harvested  by 
Specified  Methods,  1938 

Information  on  methods  of  harvesting  wheat  and  oats  for 
grain,  the  acreage  harvested  by  the  specified  methods,  and  the 
acreage  of  corn  for  grain  harvested  with  a  mechanical  corn  picker 
was  obtained  from  crop  reporters  of  the  Department  as  a  result 
of  questionnaires  sent  them  in  February  1939.  The  reporters 
furnished  statistics  for  their  immediate  localities  rather  than  for 
their  own  farms.  The  data  apply  to  crops  harvested  in  1938 
only. 

From  the  reports  it  was  estimated  that  almost  half  of  the 
wheat  acreage  in  the  United  States  was  harvested  with  the  com- 
bine-harvester-thresher. But  most  of  the  acreage  of  oats  was 
harvested  with  a  binder,  even  in  States  where  wheat  is  harvested 
almost  exclusively  with  the  combine.  About  13  percent  of  the 
acreage  of  corn  for  grain  was  harvested  with  a  corn  picker.  The 
picker  was  principally  used  in  the  Corn  Belt,  especially  in  Illinois, 
Iowa,  and  Minnesota.  Owing  to  the  high  yields  per  acre  in  the 
States  where  the  picker  was  used  most  extensively  it  is  probable 
that  about  20  percent  of  the  United  States  production  of  corn 
for  grain  in  1938  was  harvested  with  a  picker.

The  condition  of  pastures,  which  usually  declines  from  June 
1  to  July  1,  made  an  unusual  improvement  during  June.  On 
July  1  the  condition  was  about  5  points  above  both  the  June  1 
and  the  10-year  July  1  condition.  It  was,  however,  6  points 
lower  than  the  condition  on  July  1,  1938.  Improvement  in 
pastures  during  June  occurred  in  nearly  all  States,  except  a 
group  extending  from  Virginia  to  Massachusetts,  and  another 
group  extending  from  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  westward  to 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  condition  of  western  ranges  improved 
only  slightly  during  June  and  on  July  1  was  below  the  10-year 
average.  Very  unfavorable  developments  in  the  southwestern 
area  largely  offset  the  improvement  in  the  Great  Plains  area.
